Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1 - 53, drawn to a microfluidic manipulator for transporting adsorbed 
fluids, classified in class 422, subclass 100. 

XL Claims 54 - 106, drawn to a microfluidic manipulator for merging fluids, 
classified in class 137, subclass 89. 

II. Claims 213 - 265, drawn to a microfluidic manipulator for sorting fluids, 
classified in class 137, subclass 89.
